Try cooking by direct sunlight 
aud sun heat. You will find the 
products taste like llie fresit raw 
produce that you take into jour 
mouth off the bush, vine or tree 
Artificial cooking with high temper 
at,ure ohaoges the flavor, takiug 
out the “ life,” so to say. Tumbler 
sizes ate about right, permitting 
the light and heat to reach all parts 
Of course it takes time, about 
two weeks more or less, and may lie 
hastened, if you can put up reflec 
tors on the side away from the sun. 

I used to advise housewives to 
cook beans, peas, corn and the like, 
with moderate heat, ICO to 1G6 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit, Put them up in 
cans, tops loose, in a boiler, amt let 
them conk forthiity miuulesor less, 
lake the boiler off (lie stove fu>r 
twenty-four hours, and repeat 
twice, making three cookings. 
Then seal The goods will come 
out tasting fresh. Count, from the 
time It gets to lie 160 to 100. 

I always did like Aladdin stove 
eookirtg. It is almost like flreless 
cooking, but the latter supposes a 
boiling point first. Aladdin ovens, 
air heated with a moderate flame 
from an oil lamp (not an oil stove) 
and begin working after two hours 
up to 7C hours. The moderate heat 
gradually cooks, and the product 
comes out perfection. You nmy 
put iu your breakfast about 7 p.m. or 
later, turn down the flame, ami wake 
in the morning to find a tasty ap¬ 
petizing meal waiting for you. 
You may put lu your supper in the 
morning, and come home to find it 
ready. If you buy the rooster or 
hen that Noah took witli him on his 
historic boat journey, and your axe 
has been badly chipped in cutting 
off the neck, do not swear, but grin 
Just put it in an Aladdin oven and 
tlie miracle will be a toothsome, 
dainty spring chicken, milk-fed 
and roasted to a tutu. If Dr. Hodg¬ 
son will stand for litis advertise- 
meiil, just write to Aladdin Oven 
Company, Brookline, Mass. You 
will never regret my advice.

C. Crossing Canadian line passed 
car loaded with beer. Cop slopped 
it and some bottles of beer were 
thrown to p issiug oars aud I naught 
one to watei the boss with (what a 
wastei). Spout, couple days at Van¬ 
couver, visited all luiportaut places 
and found the town interesting. 
Forest fires prevented us going to 
Vancouver Island as we had plan¬ 
ned.

Crossed the Co¬ 
lumbia there (on ferry) and oauie 
home by way of Portland. Trip 
there weeks to the day and 2000 
miles covered.

A plant 
was acquired at Valley Stream, 


omen ot tbe money intrusted to 
Lauder and Shean is still in Mr. 
Lauder’s possession. They also 
want to know how much has been 
paid in, where it is now, and how it 
is safeguarded. 

Investors also ask if a single arti¬ 
cle has been sold, and what is being 
done to find a market for the pro¬ 
posed manufactures, among which 
are a saw clamp and base-ball game 
of the type familiar at Coney Island 
and similar resorts. 

The visitors were permitted to in 
spect beautiful mahogany or rose¬ 
wood desks for officials in the Valley 
Stream Plant, and saw the recreation 
room used by the employees. 

It is entirely possible, of course, 
that among the devices that deaf in¬ 
ventors have intrusted to Lauder and 
Shean, there may be one that will 
bring returns.

Michigau had 1,802 deaf-mutes 
ia ht-i population in 1920, accord¬ 
ing to a statement, given out Wed- 
uesdey, July 19th, by thy Census 
Bureau, nt Washing 00 , D. 0., to 
the Detroit Free Press representa¬ 
tive, and wired lo that paper. The 
clipping reads as follows :— 

This was 491 to Ihe million po¬ 
pulation compared to a ratio of 425 
to the million iu the entire country. 

“I'lie east north coulr.il states re¬ 
ported more deaf mules in the 1920 
census than any other geographic 
division, with 602 per million per¬ 
sons, while Ihe mountain states had 
the lowest ratio, 303 in every mil 
lion. Wisconsin had' 041 per mil¬ 
lion, the highest ratio, with Wyom¬ 
ing at the other end of the scale, 
185 per million. 

In the whole United States there 
were 44,885 deaf aud dumb persons 
in 1920, compared with 44,708 in 
1910. Owing to the increase of 
population the ratio per million was 
only 425 in 1920, compared with 
480 in 1910.” 

In view of changes made in the 
method of reporting arid the conse- 
qnent uncertainty as to the relative 
completeness of ihe 1910 and 1920 
enumerations, this apparent de¬ 
crease cannot be taken as measur¬ 
ing the actual decrease It may, 
however, tie accepted as indicating 
that deaf-mutism has probably be 
come somewhat less prevalent, since 
tlie statistics of the more advanced 
European count lies have for some¬ 
time showed a steady dectease in 
the ratio of deaf mutes lo popula¬ 
tion; aud since there has been a 
gradual reduction and progressively 
more skilled treatment of certain 
diseises, especially those of dis 
eases of children, which frequently 
cause deafness. 

From special schedules which were 
sent out at the time the census was 
taken, it is learned that of 1,536 
who responded iu Michigan 839 wete 
males ami 697 females; and that 
1 , 210 were unlive white, 210 foreign 
white and 10 Negro.” 

The oralists will please take 
not ice that the decrease in the popu¬ 
lation of deaf-mutes in due more 
lo the “passing on ” of the older 
generations, and the improved 
preventative measures in connection 
with the discuses llmt cause deafness 
in the younger generations, than it 
is to their pet hobby of pure oralism 
or eugenic marriages.

Tlie IXadlrai Wviunn't flub. 

Some time ago the Club of deaf 
women in Atlanta, which has been 
known as the “ 1921 Club,” and the 
“ Silent Woman’s Club,” sent out a 
call for a new name. A small prize 
was offered for the best suggestion, 
and the answers came from Massa¬ 
chusetts, California, and every 
where between. 

The prize was awarded to Mr. 
Herbert Sinoak, of Union, S. C., for 
suggesting “ The Nadfrat Woman’s 
Club,” aud henceforth the Club will 
be known by that name. Through 
a misunderstanding this announce¬ 
ment did not get in the July Silent 
Worker as we intended, but perhaps 
it is not too late to thank all those 
who responded to our call aud were 
kind enough to send us suggestions. 

We had hoped in this way to 
strike something new or very origi¬ 
nal, yet, after all, what better name 
could be found—what higher princi¬ 
ples could we choose to work for, 
than those suggested by the com¬ 
bined names of the two greatest or¬ 
ganizations of the deaf today. 

Certainly, it is an appropriate 
name, for several reasons; note thut 
this is the first time in tbe history 
of the deaf that one city has been 
accorded the honor of entertaining 
the Frats aud the Nads in close 
succession, so our new name will 
always be a reminder of these two 
great Conventions, and perhaps it is 
not out of place to say that the Club 
was brought into existence by their 
coming to Atlanta, and the need of 
our combined woik aud effort to en¬ 
tertain them. 

It was thought best not lo include 
“Atlanta,” “Dixie,” or anything 
pertaining to locality, In our selec 
tion of a name, as many suggested, 
for while the Club had 11 s beginning 
here and lias its headquarteis iu 
Atlanta, there is no reason why it 
should not grow, and keep on grow 
ing, until some day, who knows? 
there may be a National Nndfrat 
Woman’s Club 

Our first step in this direction is 
the open iug of a non resldeut mem¬ 
bership roll. This was brought 
about when several of our members 
moved out of town, but wished to 
continue their membership in the 
Club. Now every deaf woman is 
eligible to join at $1 00 per year. 

The Club will soon have its own 
emblem, and tbe first 100 members 
to join this roll will be presented 
with a gold emblem piu free, as well 
as a handsome membership card 

From now until the N. A. D. 
Convention, all the money raised by 
the Club will go to the Convention 
fund, after that we will find other 
things at hand to work for, even¬ 
tually, we intend to open our own 
Club rooms—which will uot only 
serve as headquarters for the Club, 
but as a meeting place and social 
center for all the deaf. 

The Club recently purchased a 
beautiful silver loving cup, which 
will be presented to the “ Associate 
State” which shows the largest 
gain iu N. A. D. membership up to 
July, 1923 Up to the present date. 
South Carolina is leading in the 
race to win the cup, with Alabama 
and Arkansas uot far behind. 

Plans are under way to have a 
Club booth at the Southeastern Fair, 
which opens here In October, aud 
compete for one of the seven prizes, 
ranging from $ 50.00 to $ 100 00 

The booth will be decorated iu the 
NAD colors, blue aud gold, aud the 
display will include all kinds of 
needlework, crocheting, knitting 
and embroidery, as well as painting, 
basketry, etc. All members of the 
Club are urged to loan us their pret¬ 
tiest things for this display. Any 
article made withiu the past three 
years may lie entered, and every¬ 
thing will be returned to the owners 
in good shape immediately after the 
Fair, unless you want to place the 
articles on sale at tbe Bazaar, which 
we will hold the latter part of 
October. Articles will be sold on 
the same scale as used by tbe 
Woman’s Exchanges, $1 00 per year 
membership and 20 per cent com¬ 
mission ou all articles sold. This 
one dollar membership entitles you 
to enter as many things as you wish 
in all tbe Bazaars that we will have 
during the coming year. 

An unusual aud original contest 
game, called ” What’s in a Name ?” 

Cards 
are now being sent out, and If you 
have not received one, you probably 
will soon.

I received au interesting letter 
from my soldier friend iu Belgium 
who tells me atuAit a terrible 
crime of au angry farmer, who threw 
a deaf-mute boy of nine years old 
into a pigsty. The hog devoured 
him. The farmer captured the 
deaf-mute boy who was stealing 
apples, locked him In the pigsty 
with a sow aud weut away without 
heeding the younstei’s cries of 
alarm. On returning to tiie pigsty 
several hours later, lie found (lit 
sow tearing the last morsels of flesh 
from tiie boy’s bones. Police sue 
ceeded in arresting the farmer, just 
as the ueighhois were prepared to 
lynch him. 

It is with sincere grief that I have 
heard of the death of my friend 
Harold Gould, who was so young 
aud gay aud energetic and com 
blued such flue aud high cultivation 
with such gallant beariug, that 
felt sure lie had a really great Cu 
ture. He learned to talk with me 
in tiie sign language. He expected 
to become a teacher at Fanwood 
School or Gallaudet College. His 
addresses were always polished I 
style and he possessed a particular 
ly happy manner of delivery. He 
was long prominent in the lecture 
field, aud at occasional social fuuo-

Wayne, Itid., the writer received 
an invitation from his former pupil 
of the Ohio Sohool, Mr. E. W. 
Craig, to go with him and a 
party by auto to Delavan Lake, 
Wis., and speud the week-eud with 
his wife there. The invitation was 
accepted, aud so last Friday after¬ 
noon fouud us tramping the windy 
city streets in its business portion 
in an endeavor to find the Pas a- 
Pas Club rooms, which were finally 
located. However, the doors were 
locked, but the elevator man let us 
in, and we had some time to look 
about the place. Mr. Albert Berg 
was scheduled ou the bulletin 
board to lecture the next evening. 

The apartments are well ariang- 
ed for the doings of the club, niaga- 
ziues and the Buff and Blue were 
ou file. The walls of the ineetiug 
room are adorned with group 
pictures of gatherings and of Dr. 

E. M. Gallaudet. While there Mr. 
Levi, who was at Gallaudet College 
in the early seventies, came in, but 
he was uuable to give us the ad¬ 
dresses of persons we most wanted.

Upstairs is a large 
hall capable of seating many people, 
which cau be used as a dancing 
place if desired. It Iihb a stage 
settiug with scenery for plays and 
movies, a rest room for women so 
arranged that mothers with little 
ohildreu can view the entertain¬ 
ments from it. 

There are several other rooms 
that are rented out at times, aud 
from which tiie club derives re¬ 
venues to help pay off the outlays 
iu the iuveBluient. 

We had the pleasure of meeting 
Mr. Joliu Sullivan, the prime 
mover iu securing the place, which 
cost the club $25,000, and which 
lias ail been paid for except $4,700. 
Here is hoping this latter will soon 
be wiped out, aud we congratulate 
(he members of the club upon their 
investment aud wish them all pos¬ 
sible success. 

Rev. and Mrs. George Flick were 
our hosts for the night. Mr E. M. 
Rows© rooms with them. The next 
morning he took us uptown ,,to tbe 
N. F. S. D. headquarters, where he 
is employed. Mr. A. L. Roberts 
was acting as head while his chief, 
Mr Gibson, was on a vacation. 
Otheis iu the office was Mr. Charles 
Kemp, recently back from his 
honeymoon, looking spick and span 
(but probably because he had be¬ 
come hitched), but as-busy as a bee 
to make up for lost time. The 
other occupant was a lady steno 
graplier. Tiie office is on the 9th 
floor of one of Chicago’s big build 
ings, well lighted and oool. 

After the noon lunch in company 
with Messrs. Craig and II. Leiter, 
we were taken to Evanston. Here 
at tlie home of Mr. Ward Small we 
met another Ohioan, Arthur Hindi, 
who has made Chicago his home 
since leaving school. Mr Small’s 
automobile was at the curb waiting 
for the Chicago party to arrive, and 
as soon as it did, no time was lost 
getting aboard, and with Mr. Small 
at the wheel, away went the machine 
hound for Delavau Lake, between 
70 and 80 miles from Chicago It 
was 1:30 when the start was made 
and the destination was reached at 
5:30, with two stops on the way 
one to lay in a supply of provisions 
for the campers, and the other for 
more gasoline, otherwise there was 
no interference exoept a couple of 
stretches of poor roads, and these 
were short ones. 

We had been at the lake iu 1908 
or 1909, atteudiug the leaohers’ 
convention of the deaf, and at that 
time there were no cottages there 
except the hotel.

Hasenstab’s cottage to see a cradle 
in oue of the rooms, and inquired 
if he recently had been blessed with 
auother child. He answered Yes, 
but that it had been placed iu his 
keepiug till some worthy couple 
would adopt it. 

Soon after the arrival at the lake 
the boys took a swim and we saw 
the 7-year-old daughter of the 
Craigs give an exhibition of her 
paddling aud diving in the water. 

It certainly was wonderful for a 
little child. 

Alter dark the Craigs and their 
guests were invited over to the Ha 
senstab’s, aud before a big blazing 
wood fire iu the fireplace speut the 
the evening in conversation till a 
late hour. The air was cool with¬ 
out, and hence a fire was appre¬ 
ciated. 

There were eight people in tiie 
Craig College that uight, and so 
ample were the* rooms and beds 
there was no Deed of doubling up 

Mr. Hiuch had been assigned to 
prepare the breakfast the next 
moruiug, and he had a good feast 
ready about 9 o’clock, lo which all 
did justice. During tiie forenoon 
Mr. Small took some ot Vlie party to 
Delavan. aud calls were made to 
Prof. Paul Lange aud to the Nee- 
86018. 

A fresh caught fish with plenty 
of other accompaniments regaled 
the crowd at dinner, tho boys look¬ 
ing after its preparations as they 
did at all meals, and doing the 
dish-washing afterwards, so Mrs. 
Ctaig was relieved of strenuous 
duties. 

The start for the return home 
was made at exactly five-thirty 
o’clock, aud Evansou reached at 
8:30 p.m. Here the luuch Mrs. 
Craig had put up for the party was 
partaken of aud was much relished. 

Mr. Small showed us through his 
house which he owns, aud is for¬ 
tunate iu that. It is very conveni¬ 
ently built as to rooms, with heat¬ 
ing aud light apparatus. Mrs. Small 
and little sou were away visiting in 
Grand Rapids, Michigau, and 
meanwhile Mr. Small has to keep 
Bachelor’s Hall, aud comes into 
Chicago daily, workiugat his calling 
as a Commercial Artist of which lie 
is A No 1, as well as an experienced 
and careful driver of au auto as we 
cau truthfully attest. He took Mr 
Craig and ourselves to the elevated 
car statiou, where we bade him aud 
his guest tor the night, Mr. Hiuch, 
goodbye. We passed the night 
with Mr. Craig, aud next morning 
weut over to the Flick’s, where 
later Mr. R. L’H. Long called 
Rev. Flick conducted us over to the 
little church for the deaf of which he 
is pastor, and showed us through 
The basement is used for social 
gatherings, with arrangement for 
preparing luuehes. Publications 
are supplied, amoug them papers 
from schools for deaf. We were 
shown bis printery, where he does 
a lot of work in the way of priuting 
for his mission, and last of all the 
garage he recently built for his car.
